Leishmania sp. parasites infect humans with an estimated 3 million cases annually, of which 500,000 are with the 
species Leishmania donovani, resulting in the condition called visceral leishmaniasis. Mortality can range from 37-64% 
where newly diagnosed cases are unresponsive to the standard drug treatment. Hamsters infected with L. donovani 
develop a fatal outcome of disease which closely mimics that seen in humans. Because hamsters are unable to resolve 
a L. donovani infection, they represent a good surrogate of this human disease. The hamster model of visceral 
leishmaniasis provides critical data that could lead to the development of new drugs to treat this devastating disease. In 
this study, animals are infected via an intracardiac injection of parasites under general anesthesia. When infected with L. 
donovani, hamsters will develop a chronic infection and will experience limited discomfort with this illness. Studies have 
shown that prior to 60 days, the animals exhibit no overt signs of distress or discomfort from the infection. If infections 
are allowed to proceed untreated for more than 60 days, the animals will become lethargic, lose weight, and eventually 
die with enlarged spleen and liver due to the infection. Veterinarians are always consulted whenever pain, discomfort, or 
distress in animals is anticipated or recognized.

Since the goal of the research study is to identify compounds that work against visceral leishmaniasis, treatment of 
infected animals is begun once the infection has fully established enlargement of the spleen and liver. The parasitemia is 
allowed to develop for 39 days before treatment is initiated. Animals are euthanized by day 46, prior to the timepoint 
when animals are expected to demonstrate clinical signs of illness. While not intended, there is still potential for some 
unobserved discomfort secondary to organ enlargement and parasitemia. Veterinarians are always consulted whenever 
pain, discomfort, or distress in animals is anticipated or recognized.
